MASSACRES. 


M em orable and B lood y E vent* in th e 
H isto r ie s o f R ation s and KellgienH. 
From the New York Mail. 
History’s page is, metaphorically speak­ 
ing, written in blood. A single event, at 
the record of which we may carelessly 
glance, has perhaps caused tho death of 
millions ere it has been chronicled. This 
Is particularly noticeable among the his­ 
toric massacres of which we write, and 
while we shudder at the dark deeds that 
have been perpetrated with and without 
apparent cause, still we are irresistibly 
attracted to tho perusal of the fearful tale 
and sympathize with the untortunate suf­ 
ferers, while the instigators of their torture 
are forever branded with infamy. 
Between the years 397 B. C. and 70 A. 
D. occurred many of the scenes of slaugh­ 
ter; in the former year all the Carthagin­ 
ians in Sicily were murdered; in 331 B. C. 
Alexander the Great showed his revenge­ 
ful spirit, by causing 2.000 Tyrians to be 
crucified and 8,000 to ba put to the sword 
for refusing to surrender Tyro to him. 
Again in 151 B. C. Demetrius N icanor, the 
tyrant of Syria, stained Antioch with the 
blood of 100,000 people, because they did 
not capitulate on his demand. In Aix 
(France) in 102 B. C. 200,000 Teutons 
suffered under Marius, while iu the year 
88 B. (J., by order of Mlthridates, King of 
Pontus, all the men, women and children 
throughout Asia were cruelly put to death 
by the Romans. The fiendish Manus, 
two years, later, again caused the death of 
many nobles at Rome. But the most start­ 
ling yet recorded was that at the 
DESTRUCTION OF JERUSALEM 
by Titus, in the year 70, A. D.; 1,100,000, 
were put to the sword, the great temple 
was burned aud the city laid waste. Forty 
five years later the Jews, headed by 
Andrea, destroyed 100,000 Greeks^ and 
Romans in Cyrene. belencia in 107 wit- 
aessed the massacre ol 400,000 iDhatntants 
by Cassius Emperor. M. Aurelius, Alex­ 
ander in 213'that of many thousand citi­ 
zens by order of Antonius, and Gaul in 
277 suffered the loss oi 700,000 of her 
people through the 
heartless Emperor 
Frobus. At Nicodemia, in 270, eighty 
Christian lathers were, by order of Em ­ 
peror Gratian, put in a ship, set on Oro and 
driven out to sea. Theodosius in 393 in­ 
vited 7,000 to a cirus and then put them 
to death. 
Constantinople next attracts 
our 
attention 
as 
a 
field 
of 
atrocities, 
for 
in 
332, 
for revolt, 
impelled by the tyranny of two rapacious 
ministers, 30.000 were sent to eternity, 
and at the same city in 1254 tho Latins 
suffered severely under A ndrom ed. 
la 
the religious persecutions of the VV ^Menses 
and Albigenses in Toulouse,In 1209) sword 
and gibbet carried off tens of thousands. 


SICILIAN VESPERS MASSACRE. 
On March 30, 1282, at the hour of ves­ 
pers on Easter Monday, the inhabitants of 
Palermo flew to arms and fell upon the 
French, who were all put to death. Wom­ 
en and children were not spared, and even 
Sicilian women with child by Frenchmen 
were murdered. The famous insurrection 
which followed swelled the great4number 
of victims. 
In the Castle of Verdun, in 1317, 500 
Jews had taken shelter from the peasants 
who assailed them, and although they 
made a valiant detense, fighting to the 
last, they were forced to yield, and their 
death resulted. John, Duke of Burgundy, 
reduced the population oi Paris several 
thousand by the massacre which he insti­ 
gated in 1418. Christian ll., in 1520, 
invited the Swedish nobility to .a (banquet 
in 
Stockholm. They 
never 
attended 
another feast. And now we come to an 
event which has forever stained the his­ 
tory of France. 
We may yet be called to 
guard against a similar one in our country, 
tor it has long since been demonstrated 
that the shedding of Protestant blood shall 
not be a b u rier to oppose the ever- 
spreading Catholic religion ; I refer to the 


ST. BARTHOLOMEW MASSACRE 
on August 4, 1572, by Charles IX., of 
France, at the instigation of 'Jathanue de 
Med ids, 
bis 
mother. 
The 
causes, 
details and results ol that horrible scene 
are laminar to all; suffice it to say that 
70 OOO Huguenots were martyrs to their 
Ciuse, while solemn thanksgivings were 
offered in Rome, med^.commemorative oi 
the event were struck iu Paris, and Spain 
applauded ttoc butchery. 
The English 
court as a mark of Protestant detestation 
puton mourning and received the French 
embassy in soleino silence. 
Grulla, in August. 1393, Thorn, in A u­ 
gust, 1724, sod Batavia, October, 1710, 
were scenes of violence and rapine. 
In 
the first named place the Protestant again 
suffered by order of the 
Chancellor of 
Poland; in the second, 12,003 Chinese, on 
a pretense of insurrection; while in the last, 
the Turks, with their characteristic bru 
tality, took the lines of 61,000 Christians 
But the Turks .themselves suffered at Is­ 
mail (December 22,1790) a loss of 30,000 
soldiers and 6,000 women. 
By the pro­ 
clamation of Deadlines, thousands 
of 
whites were murdered at St. Domingo on 
March 29,1805. A French massacre oc 
curred 
in 
Madrid, 
4May 
2, 
1808, 
one 
of 
iMarmelukes 
in 
the 
citadel of Carlo, 
March 
I, 
1841, 
and another in May, 1815, by the Catholics 
at Niame. Vast numbers of people were 
put to death March 6.1820,by the ferocious 
soldiery; 300 English nobles met theii 
neath at Salisbury Plain, May 1,471. 
In 
580 the monks of Bangor, to the number 
of 1,200, weae murdered. The most bloody 
massacre that eyer occurred in London 
was that of 
Danes, November 13,1032. 
A rather peculiar case now attracts us, 
namely, the 


MAS*ACRE OF YORK, 
in Eogland. 1189. Five hundred Jews took 
shelter in the Castle of York, and three 
killed themselves from fear. Possibly this 
should bs classed among -memorable sui­ 
cides,” but as it was individually eelf- 
massacre, we give it a place here. 
In the Bristol colonies in Ireland, in 
1200, was the famous “Cullen’s Words” 
destruction, and on October 23,1041, be- 
gun O’NeiU'a rebellion, in which, ere it 
ended, 150,000 Protestants were sacrificed 
to the ifltere9ts .of Catholicism. 
The 
McDonald clans suffered 
at Glencoe, 
May 9.1691. In the “Emerald Isle,” in 
1798, 184 men and women were burned, 
piked or drowsed, while the British Gov­ 
ernment blotted Its record by drowning at 
Dartmouth, on the 6th ct 
April, 1815, 
sixty-four American prisoners. 
But we cannot here continue to record 
these statistics. No matter to what history 
we may turn or to what epoch of time, we 
there find the same fearful tales. Ancient 
and modern history teem with them, and 
even in oar own U qU b m occurred many 


of such displays of inhumanity. 
The 
frequent ferocious attacks of Indians upon 
our colonial settlers and the retaliation 
thereby called forth—in New England, 
New York and Virginia, especially—the 
unjustifiable bloodshed during the French 
and Indian and Revolutionary wars, are all 
instances of which we might speak. The

It occupies a nob.e building, having spa­ 
cious parlors, and a large reading room, 
-upplied with newspapers and magazines 
tie*) a library of 10.000 volumes—all of 
wnich are tree to those who choose to avail 
themselves oi thi rn. 
The managers of the Association, give 
monthly 
receptions, 
to 
which 
care 
is 
taken to invite persons, who have 
not had the advantage of making acquaint 
•ioccs in the city. At these entertainments 
refreshments were furnished tree to all.

W a s h in g to n , April 28,1880— Dernccret­ 
ic members of Congress continue to tell the 
people the responsibility Jo r delaying ibt 
passage ot the Immediate deficiency bill, is 
chargeable to the Republicans. 
Such 
statements can deceive none but the ignor 
ant; they will hot venture such untruthful 
declarations, before an intelligent people, 
in the coming fall campaign. Democrats 
are alone blamable for the more than four 
months delay, on this the moat urgent bill, 
before Congress the present session. 
The policy of attaching political riders 
to appropriations, has not a word of justi 
fication. It the practice were to come in 
general use, there would be no political 
measure, however absurd or odious, which 
Democrats might not attempt to force Re 
publicans to vote for by attaching it to an 
appropriation bill.
